Subsidy Is Imperative If U. S. Is To

to point out the needs of a subsidy 
for the American shipping interests. 
Lasker assured President Harding 
he would “ sell” the subsidy to the 
American people In the time congress 
returned, so that congressmen could 
not refuse to vote for the bill.

Bundesen, 
Chicago Health Commissioner, is ap­ 
proved bv the next 
Illinois 
legis­ 
lature. 
“We will not only make a 
state 
law requiring a certificate of a re­ 
putable physician accompany 
cadi 
marry i>ersons who 
are not 
fre< 
it a civil offense for a minister t< 
marrav persons who are not 
ire 
from these dread 
diseases, 
“Dr 
Bundesen said. 
During the la^t year the head o 
the Chicago health department ha- 
gained a nationwide reputation fo 
his forceful handling of the vice situ 
at ion in Chicago. 
“Bring it out in the open you can’ 
fight anything in the dark, 
Bunde 
sen declared, outlining his plan fo 
tighting soeial diseases. 
These maladies effect more than i 
quarter of a million people 
right 
here in Chicago. 
“ Publicity propaganda and educa­ 
tion that L what we need to wipe 
out this seourage which claims more 
lives yearly than tuberculosis ever 
did. 
“Supose we treated the Ameri­ 
can flag with as much secrecy as wo 
do our sex problem. It we did, we 
wouldn’t have meuh respect ,for the 
flag. 
“But we don’t. We bring the flag 
out and explain what it stands for. 
We give it publicity and we get pa­ 
triotism. 
“Young men and women 
should 
have just the same regard for their 
bodies as they do for their flag. 
“Wouldn't it be an ideal country 
if every man, woman and child under­ 
stood what a wonderful thing their 
bodies were and revered them and 
held them clean from temptation. 
“ A country with citizen's like that 
would dominate the world. 
“You can't 
teach 
children 
sev 
matters too young. 
Just 
answer 
their questions. 
Answer them tnith- 
fully and use the right terms. Don’t 
try A° throw a eloak of pretty names 
around these instructions. 
“Your child will gain confidence in 
you. 
When later he hears things 
which he picks up on the street he 
will come to you with all of his sex 
problems.” 
Bundesen has launched 
a 
bitter 
fight to solve the social problem in 
Chicago. 
He has used big red pla­ 
cards not only on houses oi ill tame 
but on private dwellings, inmates ot 
which refused medical intention tor 
sexual diseases. 
“They all promise 
to take 
the 
treatment after the placards have 
been up a few hours, “he said. 
Bundesen appealed for and receiv­ 
ed the support of the Chicago clergy 
in bis fight for a medical certificate 
with every marriage license. 
lie scathingly 
arrainged 
several 
ministers together who did not agree 
with him. 
“One of them said that such a 
demand would result in unmarried 
men and women 
living 
together. 
Does lie mean to say that members 
of his church would go and live to­ 
gether if they were refused 
a 
li­ 
cense to wed because of a 
sexual 
disease? 
“This social fight of ours is going 
to give social disease the knock-out 
blow, just as the publicity and edu­ 
cational campaign against tubercu­ 
losis cut the death rate from that 
disease more than fiO per cent,” tin* 
doctor said. 
A score of years ago the death 
rate for tuberculosis was 187 in every 
100,000. 
Today 
the 
death 
rate 
from the white plague is less than 70 
per 100,000. 
“We can do the same thing with 
social diseases. 
But we uuist come 
out in the open and face the issue 
squarely. 
“The trouble is that parents re­ 
fuse to discuss sex with their child­ 
ren.^ 
“One clinic in Chicago last month 
treated more than 20,000 cases of 
soeial disease” was the 
way 
the 
health commissioner summed up the 
situation.
